Editor's Reply to a 
College President 


The tradition of this newspaper is that it will give 


any person or institution twice the space used by The 
Editor in replying to him. In yesterday's edition, 
therefore, you read a two-column letter from Imon 
E. Bruce, president of Southern State College at 
Magnolia, discussing our editorial of January 31 on 
the Ic soda-pop tax and the state-supported colleges. 


Overnight the Ic-per-bottle tax proposed for 


^oda-pop blew a cap, its author having withdrawn 


his bill under state-wide fire. 


But it or some other sumptuary tax proposal 


may be revived, and to keep the record straight I feel 
it is necessary to answer President Bruce here and 
now. 


The basic issue is, of course, simply this: Where 


do we establish the cut-off point on the state's guar- 
antee of a free public education — at the high school 
or college level? This point is crucial, because, 


..^should the state issue 52 million dollars in bonds for 


college construction work and the soda-pop or any 
other suggested tax fail to discharge principal and 
maturity then the debt would back up on the State. 
General Fund — with incalculable loss to the public 
schools. 


All the years he has edited this newspaper your 


writer has defended the high-school level. I have 
been consistent in this. Today President Bruce de- 
fends the college level. He is inconsistent, making 
Jiis reasoning fit his change in jobs.

Columbia County, the author'of 
the controversial soft drink tax 
bill, said he was withdrawing the 
measure because it had no chance 
of passing in the House. 


Colay said he could mustor only 


31 votes for the tax, and 51 were 
needed to pass it. Senate leaders 
had said that even if the bill 
passed the House, if'faced sudden 
death in the Senate. 


The bill, which was drawn up by 


presidents of state colleges and 
the University of Arkansas, prob- 
ably failed because the legislators 
are reluctant to impose any new 
taxes during the present recession 
period.

Imon E. Bruce was superintendent of the I.-. _,.

public schools. He, like myself, then considered the 
preservation of revenue for the high school level 
to be the basic issue. Mr. Bruce, for whom I have 
the highest personal regard as o man and as an, 
educator, helped circulate that petition with his 
friends and organization. But today he is a college 


*§» president — and that changes a fellow's viewpoint. 


Now he sees the college — rather than the high 
school level — as being paramount. 


I have some corrections to make in Mr. Bruce's 


article of yesterday. 


He makes the point that since soda-pop has 


gone from 5c a bottle to as high as lOc in .vending 
machines an additional Ic for taxation is of no im- 
portance. But thisnewspaper used to sell .for 15c 
a week, and n'ow sells for 30c. An automobile7that 
. used to cost from $700 to $800 n6w sells for $2,100 
v or more.. Bottlers are under the same pressure from 


rising production costs as any other business — and 
no reasonable man can cite their present retail 
price as justification for singling them out for tax- 
ation alone. 


Regarding my contention that a Ic tax on a 


bottle of soda-pop would be a tax on the poor, Mr. 
Bruce wrote: "Such a tax would be levied on every- • 
one, rich and poor alike." But of course. I, who 
have the price of a thousand bottles and the school- 


•t boy-son of a tenant farmer who has .the price of 


but one — we all pay the Ic tax.. This reminds me 
of the story of the Gl who went into a Paris restaurant 
in the last war and saw an item on the menu: "Horse- 
Rabbit Sandwich, 50-50." The Gl asked the pro- 
prietor, "What do you mean, 50-50?" Replied the 
Frenchman: "One horse — one rabbit." 


Mr. Bruce asked yesterday what qualification I, 


an educational layman, could possibly have to crit- 
icize a college. Well, I never have published this 
fact before, but this seems to be the place for it. 


* In the vault among my personal papers I have a letter 


dated March 7, 1924 — the year after I was grad- 
uated from the University of Missouri — offering 
me a place on the university faculty. If Missouri 
thought enough about me to make that offer 37 
years ago I suspect I am qualified to cross swords 
with any college president today. 


I am not opposed to Southern State College, even 


though it started off as a rural high school and was 
lobbied into becoming a state-supported college. Nor 


4v. am I opposed to Henderson State at Arkadelphia, 


although the Methodists abandoned old Henderson 
Brown College and local interests persuaded the 
state to take it over as a tax-supported college. 


But I do want to point out that these were es- 


sentially local enterprises that were unloaded on the 
state government, and if their friends keep pushing 
for sumptuary taxes on the poor like the late- 
lamented soda-pop tax they are inviting the citizens 
to demand that one or two of them be shut down as 


jA on economv move so the others can live. Other cities 


have had junior colleges, paying for them largely 
with tuition and other local support. El Dorado had 
one, until it finally closed. Texarkana, Texas, still 
has one, basically supported at home with some state- 
aid from Texas. 


Education through high school is basic. College 


is optional. Mr. Bruce has changed both his job and 
viewpoint. I have done neither.

Asks Status 
of University 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Gov, Or- 


val E. Faubus said today .a bill 
which would allow Arkansas State 
College to gain university status 
is much better than a similar 
measure introduced in the 1959 
legislature. 


Faubus declined to say what 


stand he would take on the new 
bill, which would permit any slate 
college achieving certain stand- 
ards to become a .university. Tin1 


governor maintained a hands-off 
attitude toward the 
1959 
bill 


which passed the Senate and died 
in the House after a bitter fight. 


The 1959 bill would have per- 


mitted only Arkansas State Col- 
lege to become a university. 


"This bill is better)'because it 


is inclusive," Faubus said. "It 
doesn't confine the possibility of 
university status. lp one ..school.*'

country have fewer students than 
the minimum required for univer- 
sity status in the pending bill. The, 
minimum is 2,000 full-time stu- 
dents from Arkansas, about 200 
more than Arkansas, State now 
has.

Snow, Sleet, 
Rain, Fog

Snow, sleet, rain and fog be-

One to two inches of new snow

Mansfield said that as he un- 


derstands it, the long-range pro- 
gram would be based, primarily 
on development loans and techni- 
cal assistance for countries which 
recently have gained their inde- 
pendence.
